Both cases woro begun 


Saturday morning. 


In the suit boforo Judge Doty, It 


was alleged by Valentine thut oa tho 
morning of Apt 11 12, lust, ho was at- 
tacked by Smith near Hilton, beaten 
and knocked to the ground, and then 
fired at by both Smith and McClalu, 
when ho undent ored to get away. 


Miss Margaret Crelghton, of Hilton, 


10 years old nnd n pretty little girl, 
was n feature wltncxa of tho case. At- 
tired In n handsome dross and wear- 
Ing a tan coat, trimmed In bine, she 
«at high up In tho chair on tho stand 
and mndo a good witness. Slid told 
tho jury what she lind seen ulillu on 
her way to school that morning. 


She mated she was going up tho
